PRESIDENT DEVOURS BOOKS, PAPERS, MAGAZINES 


Washington — Down on the 
ground floor of the White House, 
beneath the public rooms, is a 
library. Books line the room all 
the way round. They are on loan 
from the Library of Congress, 
sent at the request of President 
Kennedy. They cover all kinds of 
subjects. 

This Johnny can read. He 
reads newspapers first thing in 
the morning. Between appoint¬ 
ments all during the day he 
snatches the meat out of maga¬ 
zine articles or government re¬ 
ports. At night —except when 
social necessities require him — 
and on weekends at Glen Ora, 
he settles down with a book. 

He buys books, although they 
“haven’t seen him lately” out at 
the Saville Book Shop in George¬ 
town, near his pre-Presidential 
house. Most of the books are sup¬ 
plied by the Library of Congress, 
which, when he moved into the 
White House, put 200 books 


about the presidency on the emp¬ 
ty shelves in the Cabinet Room. 

There are books in his private 
quarters in the White House, with 
library accommodations in his of¬ 
fice. His private books were taken 
from the Georgetown house to 
Glen Ora .... 


The President, about 1954 
or 1955, attended meetings 
of the Foundation for 
Better Reading*, in Balti¬ 
more... President Kennedy 
attended a few classes in 
speed reading, then, having 
picked up the idea, contin¬ 
ued to practice speed in 
reading. 


He isn’t sure, but thinks 
that at the beginning of the 
course he could read some¬ 
thing better than the average 
of 250 words a minute. He 
increased his speed to a fast 
1,200 words a minute . . .
